Carter Eyes 
Big Pay Hikes 
For Staff 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Carter will give his staff a pay raise 
that in some cases could reach nearly 
29 per cent, following the example set 
by Congress and the federal agencies, 
a White House aide says. 


A White House spokesman said no 
final decision has been made on 
whether the White House staff should 
be given the same raises other high- 
level government employes got, but 
the White House source said the only 
major question remaining is how large 
the increase will be. 


Congress last month gave itself a 
$12,900 raise, boosting annual salaries 
from $44,000 to $57,500. At the same 
time, top officials in the federal 
bureaucracy also were given pay 
increases. 
Giving his staff a pay raise could be 
a difficult political decision for Carter, 
who campaigned on a platform of 
economy and efficiency.

Secretary Rex Granum said Sunday 
night that senior staff members were 
studying the issue and would make 
their 
recom m endations 
to 
the 
President later this week. He said 
Carter would act on those recom­ 
mendations sometime next week. 
Carter planned today to watch the 
swearing-in of Paul Warnke as 
director of the U.S. Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency, meet with his 
Cabinet and talk separately with 
Austrian Chancellor Bruno Kreisky 
and West German Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher. 
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Warnke’s nomination provoked a 
long and bitter fight in the Senate, 
which finally approved him for the 
post last week. 
Tonight Carter planned to attend a 
special briefing on energy issues that 
his top energy adviser, Jam es 
Schlesinger, was giving for Cabinet 
and senior White House staff members 
and their spouses. 
The energy briefing was an attempt 
by the administration to include family 
members in daily White House life. 
Zbigniew Brzezinski, the President’s 
assistant for national security affairs, 
held the first such session, giving the 
staff m em bers, the Cabinet and 
spouses a general view of foreign 
policy. 
Future Brzezinski meetings will deal 
with specific foreign policy problems. 
Treasury Secretary W. Michael 
Blumenthal and Charles Schultze, 
chairman of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, will focus in later sessions on 
the economy. 
The Carters spent Sunday at the 
White House after attending the First 
Baptist Church seven blocks north of 
the White House. 
During the evening, they attended 
the closing performance of the New 
York City Ballet’s production of “A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream” at the 
Kennedy Center.

The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
index for vegetables was 30 per cent 
higher in January than in December. 
The USDA said that prices paid to 
growers for fresh vegetables are likely 
to remain high through April and 
warned of “firm to moderately high 
prices” for most processed vegetables 
during the first half of 1977. 
Frost in Florida cut the citrus crop, 
although it is still expected to be a 
record. Wet weather in the Rio Grande 
Valley in Texas interfered with carrot 
planting, sharply boosting the cost of 
that vegetable. 
Industry experts differ about the 
supply situation and the extent of price 


hikes, but they all agree that con­ 
sumers face bigger bills. 
Don Hodgson, a produce expert for 
the Independent Grocers’ Alliance in 
California, said he expected adequate 
amounts of most products. But he said 
the frequent canned goods specials of 
last year would disappear. 
Hodgson said it was too early to tell 
exactly what would happen as a result 
of the drought. “It’s still kind of 
anybody’s guess,” he added. 
He noted, however, that lack of 
water for irrigation in California would 
cut sharply into the number of acres 
planted with tomatoes, meaning that 
whole peeled and stewed tomatoes 
may still be in short supply in some 
areas. (Calfomia produces 85 per cent 


of the nation’s tomatoes.) 
Federal and state authorities have 
been monitoring the drought situation. 
California officials held a two-day 
conference on the drought last week 
and Ron Robie, director of the state 
Department of W ater Resources, 
warned that everyone will be affected 
“ by less agricultural production, 
higher food prices, energy shortage 
problems and the general economic 
problems the drought will cause.”

Published accounts of reports by a 
group of investigative journalists say 
U.S. Sen. Barry Coldwater, his brother 
and a close friend have dominated 
Phoenix and Arizona for nearly 30 
years “while condoning the presence 
of organized crime through friendships 
and business alliances with mob 
figures.” 
The Indianapolis Star and the Miami 
Herald, in Monday editions on sale 
Sunday night, carried stories based on 
copyright articles by 36 reporters and 
editors who spent six months in 
Arizona following the murder of 
reporter Don Boites of the Arizona 
Republic. 
Both the Star and the Herald par­ 
ticipated in the project sponsored by 
the Investigative Reporters and 
Editors, Inc. The reports in the 
Monday papers were the second in a 
series designed to span 23 days. 
According to the published accounts, 
the reporters said that the senator, his 
brother Robert, a businessman who 
controls the Coldwater family mer­ 
cantile business, and Harry Rosenz- 
weig,

chairm an, 
“ achieved 
national 
prominence ... after growing in a web 
of relationships in Arizona, Nevada 
and 
California 
with 
im portant 
lieutenants of underworld financier 
Meyer I^ansky.” 
The Republican senator, reached at 
his Washington home Sunday night, 
said of the story: “I don’t want to 
comment until I’ve had a chance to see 
it.” He said his hometown paper, the 
Arizona Republic, was not carrying 
the report. (The Republic did not carry 
the Sunday or Monday installments of 
the series, but said it might carry some 
of the reports later.) 
Coldwater said he had not seen his 
brother Robert since Christmas. He 
declined to answer questions about 
specifics in the published accounts. “It 
may be the world’s biggest lawsuit so 
I’d be very careful,” he said. 
Robert Coldwater could not im- 
mediatly be reached for comment on 
the stories appearing in 
Monday 
papers. In a letter dated March 8 and 
sent to the attorneys for 
the 
Investigative Reporters and Editors, 
Goldwater disputed and denied several 
allegations he said were put forward 


by 
members 
of 
the 
team 
who 
questioned him on what they called 
“investigational hypotheses.’’ 
Rosenzweig also could not be 
reached for comment. His wife, 
telephoned at their Arizona home, said 
of the series: “We haven’t seen it." 
She asked for specifics of the articles 
and said much of the information had 
already been published some time ago. 
The Monday published articles said 
Rosenzweig confirmed on the record 
that he had received a $5,000 con­ 
tribution, which he put into Barry 
Goldwater’s first Senate campaign in 
1952, from the late Willie Bioff, 
described by the reporters as a 
racketeer. “This was in addition to the 
$1,200 Bioff gave directly to Goldwater 
earlier,” the stories said. 
The stories said Sen. Goldwater 
refused to be interviewed. They said 
both Robert Goldwater and Rosenz­ 
weig were interviewed with their at­ 
torneys present. 
Among other highlights of the story 
as presented in the Herald and the 
Star: 
—Barry Goldwater was friendly 
with Gus Greenbaum. described as a 


Iansky lieutenant, and Greenbaum — 
now dead — “ was host to the Gold­ 
water brothers when he operated the 
mob-dominated Flamingo and Riviera 
hotel-casinos in Las Vegas. After 
Greenbaum was murdered, Rosenz­ 
weig served as an unpaid appraiser for 
his estate along with an officer of the 
Valley National Bank of Phoenix.” The 
accounts said that the bank, of which 
Robert Goldwater is a director, loaned 
money to help finance the Flamingo. 
They also said Sen. Goldwater at­ 
tended Greenbaum’s funeral. 
Greenbaum was described as having 
run organized crime’s gambling wire 
service in Phoenix before he went to 
la s Vegas. 
According to the published accounts, 
Robert Goldwater told the IRE team 
that he did not believe he knew 
Greenbaum before he went to la s 
Vegas and denied knowing about the 
Valley National loans to the Flamingo.

Big sellers include T-shirts, jewelry 
and “Certificates of Survival” em­ 
blazoned with “The Blizzard of ’77.” 
The reference is to the Jan. 28 storm 
that paralyzed the area for days. 
Schools closed; dozens died from 
storm-related problems; an estimated 
$60 million was lost in business and 
wages. 
President 
C arter 
later 
declared seven New York counties a 
disaster area. 
Louis Berger, president of a 
specialty store, said he thought people 
were buying the mementos because 
they 
“don’t 
want 
to 
forget 
the 
warmth” of the efforts in coping with 
storm-related problems. 
His store offers a 14-karat gold snow 
shovel charm engraved with “Blizzard 
of ’77.” The price is $50. 
“It has been most successful, and 
that’s as much as I’ll say,” Berger 
said. 
The “Certificate of Survival” is 
available for $1. It indicates that the 
owner “has overcome, surmounted 
and otherwise survived what shall, 
heretofore, be known as The Great 
Blizzard of ’77.” 
Bob Desbecker, a record depart­ 
ment manager at one department 
store, said the certificates were in 
demand but that T-shirts at $4 were 
selling even faster. 
“ I sell them to the whole spectrum of 
people,” Desbecker said of the shirts, 
“ like to the couple who bought two for 
themselves and two to take to their 
grandchildren when they go down to 
Florida.” 
He added that he thought “blizzard” 
products were outselling last year’s 
Bicentennial mementos. 
More than 3,000 T-shirts reading “ I 
survived the Blizzard of ’77" were sold

MIA Commission 
Enroute To Hanoi 


HONOLULU (AP) — Members of 
the presidential commission en route 
to Vietnam hope the remains of 12 
American pilots will be waiting for 
them when they arrive in Hanoi on 
Wednesday. 
“ That’s what they did the last time 
we visited. We took the remains of 
three home with us,” Rep. G.V. 
Montgomery, DMiss., a commission 
member, said during the 11-hour first 
leg of the Journey Sunday from 
Washington, D.C., to Honolulu. 
The five-member 
commission, 
which flies on to the Philippines today, 
is seeking information on 2,546 
Americans who never returned from 
the Vietnam war and will watch for 
indications that the Vietnamese are 
seriously interested in normalizing 
relations with the United States. 
"That’s why I’m confident they’ll 


make a gesture such as giving us the 
remains of the pilots,” said Mont­ 
gomery, who previously visited Hanoi 
in December 1975 as chairman of the 
House Select Committee on Missing 
Persons in Southeast Asia. 
The names of the 12 pilots whose 
remains the commission hopes to get 
were announced by the Vietnamese 
last Septemoer. Since March 1974, the 
Vietnamese 
have 
returned 
the 
remains of 28 Americans from North 
Vietnam. 
In 1973, the names of 40 Americans 
who had died in captivity in South 
Vietnam were announced. A staff 
member said “ it would be a real 
gesture of good will if we were given 
their remains also.” 
All 12 of the pilots were shot down, 
and some were known to have survived 
the initial crashes.

Exon issued a disaster declaration 
Saturday for the sparsely populated 
region, where six deaths were at­ 
tributed to the storm. 
Nine persons were found dead in 
Colorado after the storm passed, and 
one was dead in Kansas. Several of the 
dead had been asphyxiated in snow­ 
bound cars. 
In one 32-mile-long stretch between 
Ogallala and Chappe!, Neb., Exon 
pointed out “ mass destruction of 
power lines,” including 230 downed 
towers that had supported a 230,000- 
volt transmission line. 
Traffic began rolling again Sunday 
between Denver and the Kansas line 
along Interstate 70, which had been 
closed since Thursday. 
But police on Sunday were still 
restricting traffic in an area east of 
Denver, where visibility was limited 
by blowing snow and dirt, and in some 
areas only one lane had been cleared 
through the deep snow. 
Utility workers in Kansas said they 
were restoring power lines more 
quickly than they had expected, but 
power was off in some outlying areas. 
About 1,500 power poles in Sherman 
County alone were downed by the 
storm. 
Many persons stranded on highways 
and in isolated houses by the blowing 
snow were being rescued by Kansas 
National Guard helicopters. 
A Union Pacific snow plow-equipped 
train that derailed Saturday near 
Cheyenne Wells, Colo., because of the 
blizzard, was put back on the track 
Sunday but had to sit there until the 
snow melted or could be removed. 
In the Northeastern part of the 
nation, heavy rain fell overnight, 
flooding some rivers in New York and 
New England, and flash flood watches 
were posted in some areas. Melting 
snow added to the runoff. 
As rain moved across the middle 
Atlantic states during the night, a 
tornado touched down at Greenier, 
Del., about seven miles west of Dover, 
the Weather Service said. It blew down 
some small buildings, causing total 
damage estimated at $5,000-110,000. No 
injuries were reported. 
Arab-lsraeli 
Talks Face 
Grim Outlook

Prospects for Arab-lsraeli peace 
negotiations looked less favorable 
today following hardening of both the 
Palestinian and Israeli positions. 
The Palestinian movement’s policy­ 
making body refused to drop the 
destruction of Israel as a national goal 
and will not discuss links with Jordan 
until after a Palestinian state is 
created, a spokesman said. 
Meanwhile, Premier Yitzhak Rabin 
said Israel won’t give up as much 
territory as the United States wants it 
to and “ will not return to the lines that 
existed before the 1967 war.” 
There had been considerable ex­ 
pectation that the Palestinian National 
Council, at a meeting in Cairo which 
began Saturday, would open the way to 
negotiations with Israel by abandoning 
the destruction of the Jewish state as 
one of its chief goals. It was also ex­ 
pected to discuss linkage with Jordan 
so Palestinian representatives could 
negotiate with Israel as part of a 
Jordanian delegation. 
Instead, spokesman Mahmoud al- 
Laboudy said after a meeting of the 
council Sunday that destruction of 
Israel remains a Palestinian goal. 
“ Israel is preparing for a new war 
and rejects withdrawal from the oc­ 
cupied Arab lands,” Laboudy said. 
“ We should, therefore, be ready to 
face the Israeli challenge. 
“ We should have a land first before 
taking up the idea of forging a 
government,” he added. “ We will not 
discuss at this stage the proposed 
formal link or federation with Jordan 
simply because we still have no land.”

Hundreds of protesters dashed with 
police and federal security forces near 
historic Empress Market in Karachi, 
900 miles southwest of here. 
Tear gas cannisters were thrown 
back at police, who made several 
baton charges against demonstrators. 
Three truckloads of troops were sent to 
help police disperse crowds. 
In Peshawar, 104 miles northwest of 
here, police arrested two leaders of the 
opposition Pakistan National Alliance, 
a coalition opposition parties, for 
breaking laws which prohibit public 
gatherings. 
Maulana Mufti Mahmud, leader of 
the organization, and Begum Wali 
Khan, wife of an imprisoned opposition 
leader, were detained after addressing 
noon prayers at the city’s main 
mosque. They were released after 
several hours. 
In Rawalpindi, protestors doused a 
government-owned passenger bus with 
gasoline and set it afire. Police 
arrested 14 people, including two 
Alliance leaders.

: lives it once did. When federal

accidents 
were 
averaging 2,600 annually. 
Last year the death toll was 
• 141. and in the years 1973, 1974 
land 1975, not a single major 
disaster was recorded.

H alf M y Roots 


It was a project. Big John was 84. a 
peramulating relic of another time. He 
shuffled around our house in shirt, tie, 
jacket and carpet slippers. He read 
mountains of books on history, 
biography, politics and astronomy. 
fie looked like a decrepit lion. So I 
suggested that he check up the family 
tree and see how many monkeys fell 
out. My father thought it was a great 
idea because it would entail con­ 
siderable correspondence and would 
occupy his idle time — which consisted 
of every waking moment. 
This was IO years ago, before Alex 
Haley stole the notion from Big John 
and earned a big pot of income taxes. I 
reminded Dad that my family con­ 
sisted of four sides: the Bishops, the 
Murphys, the McSwiggens and the 
Tiers. He used a special snarl when I 
stated the obvious. 
For a while, he was a youth again. 
He wanted more stamps, more 
stationery and he asked that we please 
stop knocking on his bedroom door 
when he was busy. Except, of course, 
for meals. 
He worked hard, but he could not get 
more than two generations beyond 
himself. This pleased me because I am 
inherently suspicious of forebears — 
especially far-back forebears — who 
seldom turn out to be kings but as a 
group are populated with horse thieves 
and pickpockets. 
The final draft is before me. Dad 
handed it over in the grand manner of 
a knight falling on his shield. He 
reminded me that the Murphys (his 
mother’s fam ily) and the Bishops were 
peasant farmers and soldiers. I had 
heard this tune before and could never 
divine whether he was bragging or 
apologizing. 
His maternal grandfather was 
Cornelius Murphy of Cork. He was 
bom about 1834. He served as a 
“ Colour Sergeant” in the British army 
in the Crimean War. Somehow, he 
made a mistake. He brought his 
pregnant wife with him on a sailing 
ship. 
She gave birth to a girl — Mary 
Murphy — as the shop passed through 
the Straits of Gibraltar. The mother 
died. The baby — Big John’s mother — 
lived. 
Sergeant Murphy remarried. The 
lady was Mary Grannel of Farren 
Ferris, Ireland. This led to a series of 
half-brothers and half-sisters. At the 
age of 17, Mary Murphy left Queen­ 
stown for America. She was a proper 
girl, intensely religious. 
In New York, she worked as a maid 
for a Jewish family named Quaken- 
bush. She was immature, frightened. 
The Quakenbush’s took better care of 
her — so she said — than her family. 
A half-brother, Cornelius Murphy, 
emigrated to Denver. A half-sister, 
Mrs. 
Ellen 
Higgins, 
sailed 
to 
Milchester Goldfields, Australia.

Downey, remained in Ireland. 
Mary Murphy’s last letter from her 
father came when he was 96. “ I am 
feeble of hand,” he wrote. She met a 
short, dark, moody man named Jim 
Bishop. They married, moved to 
Fulton Avenue, Jersey City. He 
shoveled coal at an oil refinery. They 
had seven children, three of whom died 
in Christmas Week, 1894, of diphtheria. 
The Bishops were farmers at Scoby, 
Enniscorthy, County Wexford. Big 
John’s grandfather was John Bishop. 
He married a local girl, Margaret 
Dwire, who died at age 96. They had 
several sons — who worked the farm — 
and a daughter, Margaret. 
One son, Jim , moved to America. He 
met Mary Murphy and married her. 
Shoveling coal ll hours a day is 
enervating. Big John’s father was 
breathing bright black diamonds into 
his lungs. Mary Murphy thought the 
attacks were a form of asthma. 
They occurred with horrifying 


frequency in the middle of the night, ii. 
1904, there were two specifics: prayer 
or a bottle of whiskey. Mary Murphy 
Bishop tried both. Big John was sent 
running on cold nights to Jackson 
Avenue for a pint of “ loose whiskey,” 
as his mother knelt beside the bed 
saying a rosary. 


After he died, at 41, Mary Bishop 
supported the family by taking in 
washing. Irater, when the children left, 
she ran a boarding house. 
My father watched me reading the 
family tree. I flipped the pages. 
“ Where’s 
the 
m aterial 
about 
Momma’s family?” I said. “ The 
McSwiggens and the Tiers?” 


He made a grimace. “ Ah,” he said, 
“ you don’t want that junk.” I stared at 
him. “ I loved your mother,” he said, 
"but God knows I couldn’t stand her 
damn family. They had the nerve to 
say she married beneath her station.” 


Port O f Beirut 
Damage Extensive 


BEIRU T, lebanon (AP) - War 
refuse has become the biggest export 
from Beirut as the city begins to 
rebuild its battleshattered and looted 
port, once the busiest in the Arab 
world. 
Officials say the reconstruction of 
Beirut’s cargo-handling capacity will 
take at least two years and cost at least 
$67 million. And that doesn’t include an 
estimated $666 million in cargo bur­ 
ned, blown up or stolen from the port 
during I^banon’s 19-month civil war. 
The United States Agency for 
International 
Development 
has 
pledged $5 millon in handling equip­ 
ment and storage facilities. lebanon is 
hoping for low-interest loans from the 
World Bank and the Arab development 
bank of Kuwait, but no decision has 
been reported. 
The harbor and loading area right on 
the water’s edge survived relatively 
unscathed, but some 50 warehouses 
were destroyed. Hundreds of loading 
cranes and trucks were wrecked or 
commandeered for battle. 
The harbor was able to receive ships 
within two weeks of last November’s 
cease-fire. A recent walking tour of the 
port found each of the 35 berths oc­ 
cupied by foreign cargo ships, most of 
them small vessels unloading badly 
needed cargos of wood, clothing, flour 
and tires. There was little for them to 
take back except scrap metal from the 
fighting. 
“ We’re getting $165 per ton,” said a 
pipe-smoking shipping agent over-

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seeing the loading of rusted engines 
onto an Italian ship. 
The biggest problem facing port 
workers is what to do with the 
unloaded cargo. There is no place to 
store the goods and trucks must take 
consignments directly from ships to 
customers. 
The port’s storage area is a dump of 
rusted scrap, the burned and bulldozed 
remains of warehouses picked clean of 
salvageable scrap. 
A cement grain storage bin 300 feet 
high escaped major damage but 
loading facilities were destroyed and 
unsacked grain hasn’t been delivered 
to dockside in two years. 
During the fighting the port, which 
lay in the Christian-controlled eastern 
part of Beirut, was a major target of 
leftist Moslems and their Palestinian 
allies. The leftists wanted to control 
the port or at least keep their right- 
wing enemies from using it and the 
supplies stored there. 
M etzenbaum 
Seeks Aid 
For Ohio 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. Sen. 
Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, has 
begun efforts to try to obtain more 
federal funds to cover damages 
resulting from the winter of 1977. 
The senator said Friday the U.S. 
Senate subcommittee on regional and 
community development has agreed to 
hold hearings in coming weeks which 
could result in Ohio being awarded 
retroactive monetary damages for the 
winter’s toll on public utilities. 
Metzenbaum said subcommittee 
chairman Sen. Quentin Burdick, D- 
N.D., agreed on Thursday to hold 
hearings on the federal disaster relief 
program. Metzenbaum, meanwhile, 
has introduced legislation that would 
provide federal funds to cover 75 per 
cent of repairs for public utilities 
damaged by an emergency. 
“ Under existing programs, the 
federal government will pick up IOO 
percent of the cost for repairs of 
declared disasters such as hurricanes, 
floods and tornados. 
“ But the federal program is not 
equipped to deal with a long, drawn out 
emergency such as that experienced in 
Ohio this winter, even though the total 
impact is equal to a disaster 
situation,” he said. 
“ I do not know what the ad­ 
ministrator of the Federal Disaster 
Assistance Administration needs to 
convince him that there has indeed 
been a disaster in Ohio,” said Met­ 
zenbaum. 
"The limited aid we received just to 
clear the snow from highways is 
simply not enough to cover all the 
damages to roads, bridges, water 
mains and other utilities,” he said.

I have been trying to buy the cancer 
drug “ laetril.” My doctor says it is 
worthless, but I d like to try it anyway. 
He says ifs not available in this 
country. 
Where can I get it? 
Mr. B. N., Kent 
Dear Mr. N.: 
Since I completely agree with your 
doctor that laetril is a valueless anti­ 
cancer drug, I can hardly suggest the 
black market areas where it 
is 
available. 
I .aetril is a chemical substance that 
is extracted from fruits, especially 
plums, peaches and apricots. Those 
who are enthusiastic about laetril have 
produced no evidence of the fact that it 
has any value in the control or cure of 
early or late cancer. 
The Federal Drug Administration 
has thoroughly investigated laetril. A 
panel of cancer experts came to the 
conclusion that “ there is insufficient 
evidence of the efficacy of laetril to 
justify its use in humans. In addition, 
its safety was not established. 
“ I .aetril is not a drug, in any sense, 
and msut be consigned to the category 
of nostrums and quack remedies. 
I atients who insist on obtaining laetril 
can always be told to save their 
money.” 


The cost of laetril purchased illicitly 
is exorbitant. The underground black 
market is extensive. 
I ’m certain that if you hunt long 
enough you, too, can fall into the trap 
of exploitation. You’d be wise to give 
up your search for this valueless 
substance. 


When I was a child I had ether as an 
anesthetic, for a hernia operation. I ’ve 
never forgotten the experience, nor the 
smell of that ether. If my child needs 
surgery, can ether be avoided? 
Mrs. R. R.,N.D. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
Almost all of us who have ever been 
given ether remember, as you do, the 
unpleasantness of the experience. 
Ether still remains one of the safest 
and best anesthetics. Because of its 
disagreeable after-effects, it is being 
used less and less. During the past ten 
years, there has been enormous 
progress 
in 
the gases 
used 
for 
inhalation anesthetics. 
The anesthetics that are now given 
are easier to take. In addition, there is 
a marked diminution in the nausea nad 
vomiting post-operatively. Nitrous 
oxide, cyclopropane and fluothane are 
only a few of the many compounds that 
are now being safely used.

Food Spending 
Decline Reported

Americans spent a little less of their 
paychecks to eat and smoke last year 
than they did the year before. 
Food spending, including meals 
eaten out as well as at home, was about 
$198.7 billion or 16.8 per cent of the 
estimated disposable income of 
Americans. In 1975, the food bill was 
$190.1 billion, 17.1 per cent of their total 
take-home pay. 
The figures were published Friday in 
two reports by the Agriculture 
Department. 
Officials 
said 
the 
averages were derived from national 
figures and do not indicate what all 
families spend out of their incomes for 
food and tobacco.

To qualify for the job of flight purser 
on a certain airline, applicants had to 
be at least five foot six inches tall.

basis of sex. As this case illustrates, 
sex discrimination may occur even 
though it is not spelled out in so many 
words. 
A sim ilar, indirect discrimination 
may involve nationality. In another 
case a factory had a five-foot-six 
minimum height for all production 
workers. This was attacked on the 
ground that it was above the average 
height for w orkers with Spanish 
surnames.

found 
unlawful discrimination — this time on 
grounds of national origin — and 
outlawed the height requirement.

requirements of the job. For example: 
A trucking company was rejecting 
applicants who were less than five- 
foot-seven or who weighed more than 
225 pounds. When challenged, the 
company came up with a persuasive 
explanation:

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} Ohio Senate Report

The tempo of legislative activity 
began to increase this week as several 
bills reached the Senate floor for third 
consideration. Among the more im­ 
portant bills passed on third con­ 
sideration by the Senate 
were 
Amended Substitute House Bill 139 and 
Amended House Bill 221. 


House Bill 139 is designed to ensure 
that quantities of fuel and farm 
chemicals sufficient to allow the 
production of field and vegetable crops 
will be available to Ohio farmers 
during the current year. House Bill 221 
allows 
boards 
of 
county 
com­ 
missioners to cooperate with public 
and non-profit private agencies in 
establishing and operating programs 
to provide emergency food to needy 
persons. These two bills are both 
necessary to help cope with the after­ 
effects of the weather and energy 
crisis which have plagued Ohio this 
winter. Both bills were passed 
unanimously by the Senate. 


Perhaps 
the 
most 
important 
business facing the Senate took place 
in Committee Hearings. On Monday 
evening, the Senate finance Com­ 
mittee was given a comprehensive 
overview 
of 
Governor 
Rhodes’ 
Executive Budget for the 1977-79 
biennium. The Director of the Office of 
Budget and Management, William 
Wilkins, indicated that by the end of

“ These weeds could be harvested 
and converted for use as animal feed, 
human food, fertilizer, paper or even 
as a source for energy." 
Thus, the council report said, more 
effort should be made to find ways to 
make water weeds of more use. 
“ For decades, these weeds have

machines and chemicals,” the council 
said. “ The time has come to let these 
ubiquitous, 
troublesome 
weeds 
provide their own solution by turning 
them to productive use.” 


Corporations Duo 
To File Income Tax 


Corporations whose tax year ended 
December 31 must file a 1976 Federal 
income tax return by Tuesday, March 
15. However, an automatic extension 
of time for filing may be obtained by 
submitting Form 7004 by this date, the 
Internal Revenue Service advised 
today. 
In either case, corporations must 
deposit in an approved commercial 
bank or Federal Reserve Bank at least 
50 per cent of the balance due when 
they file their return or application for 
extension. Deposits must be made 
using Form 503, "Federal Tax Deposit, 
Corporation Income Taxes,” the 
Internal Revenue said. 
IRS Publication 542, “ Corporations 
and the Federal Income Tax,” 
available free from an IRS District 
office, provides more helpful in­ 
formation.

state revenues will be short by ap­ 
proximately I per cent and the budget 
will have to be adjusted accordingly. 
Wilkins explained that the 1977-79 
budget is basically a continuation 
budget is basically a continuation bud­ 
get which will provide for few, if any 
new programs. He noted that there 
estimates made by .ORM and the 
Legislative Budget Office (LBO ). 
These differences exist not only in 
revenue estimates for the coming 
biennium, but also in estimates of the 
amount 
of 
money 
likely 
to 
be 
generated in the remainder of this 
fiscal year. Moreover, there is no 
agreement among economic experts 
on the extent and duration of revenue 
losses that were caused by the com­ 
bined weather and energy crisis of this 
winter. In view of the uncertainties 
involved in making revenue projec­ 
tions for future months, preliminary 
estimates provided at this time are 
very likely to change as the year 
progresses. 


The Senate's Elections, Financial 
Institutions and Insurance Committee 
is considering two bills of considerable 
import to Ohio voters. Senate Bill 115 is 
concerned with implementation of the 
newly passed Constitutional Amend­ 
ment which requires the Governor and 
Ll. Governor to run together (in 
tandem) as a team. At present, S B. 
115 provides for joint election of the 
Governor and ii. Governor in the 
general election. 
In the primary 
election, candidates for each office 
would continue to vie separately for 
their parties' nominations. The bill 
also makes the LL Governor a 
member of the Governor’s cabinet and 
establishes 
the 
Ohio 
Advisory 
Commission on Intergovernmental 
Relations which would be chaired by 
the Ll. Governor. After hearings last 
week, the bill was sent to sub­ 
committee for further study. 
Senate Bill 125 deals with reform of 
the state's Voter Registration Laws. It 
would require registration in every 
county in Ohio as a precondition for 
voting, eliminate failure to vote as a 
reason 
for the 
cancellation 
of 
registration, and allow a person who 
has been a resident of the state 30 days 
to vote in the precinct in which he 
resides. The bill also establishes ad­ 
ditional registration procedures that 
would allow: registration by mail, 
distribution of registration forms by 
any person who resides in a county and 
is qualified to vote, registration and 
change of name or address at the polls 
on election day, registration upon 
application for a driver's license and 
distribution of registration forms by 
any county office designated by the 
Secretary of State. The bill modifies 
the 
penalties 
of 
certain 
voter 
registration offenses and requires the 
Secretary of State to maintain a 
master list of registered voters. 
Many witnesses from Ohio and other 
states have testified as to the merits of 
this bill. The bill has been referred to a 
subcommittee for further study. Given 
the current orientation of most 
members of the committee and the 
Senate as a whole, this bill is certain to 
be passed in some form during the 
current session. 


Woman Heads 
California 
High Court 


SAN FRANCISCO (A P) - Rose 
Elizabeth Bird, a lawyer who has 
never before been a judge, has sur­ 
vived 
controversy 
over 
her 
qualifications to become the first 
woman to preside over California's 
Supreme Court. 


Ms. Bird, 40, was confirmed Friday 
on a 2-1 vote by the state’s Commission 
on Judicial Appointments after two 
days of hearings. 


On Monday the panel, made up of 
state Atty. Gen. Evelle Younger, 
Acting Chief Justice Mathew Tobriner 
and state Appellate Justice Parker 
Wood, had unanimously 
approved 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr .’s ap­ 
pointment 
of 
Alameda 
County 
Superior Court Judge Wiley Manuel as 
associate justice. He is the court’s first 
black associate justice. 


But before Friday’s decision, Wood 
had made it known he opposed Ms. 
Bird’s nomination and Tobriner had 
indicated support, leaving Younger as 
the swing vote. Eventually, Younger 
cut Friday’s hearing short and an­ 
nounced he planned ‘‘reluctantly’’ to 
vote in favor. 


Ms. Bird shrugged off the con­ 
troversy by calling it part of the 
“process” and “ probably healthy for 
our political system.” 
Brown, who came under criticism 
from conservatives for the ap­ 
pointment, said Ms. Bird will make “a 
very great chief justice." She has 
served for 26 months as head of the 
state’s 40,000-employe Agriculture and 
Services Agency and is credited with 
designing Brown’s landmark farm 
labor legislation. She also used to work 
in the Santa Clara County public 
defender’s office. 
Critics had accused Ms. Bird of 
being vindictive and cited her lack of 
experience on the bench. They said she 
had spent most of her legal career on 
the side of the defendant and would 
have a hard time understanding the 
problems of the prosecution and the 
victim. 
Ms. Bird’s proponents called her a 
skilled administrator with a keen 
sense of the law. 
Ms. Bird herself, now the second 
woman in the nation’s history to be 
chief justice of a state supreme, court, 
cited her administrative experience, 
her legal background, and the fact that 
she was a clerk to the Nevada Supreme 
Court.

Deer Harvest 
Rises In '76-'77 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Deer 
slaying in Ohio was up 56 per cent 
during the 1976-77 season, with 23,431 of 
the game animals legally harvested by 
means of gun, crossbow and primative 
weaponry. 
The record harvest was up from the 
14,978 deer taken in the previous 
season. 
"The continuing record harvest 
during the past eight years is evidence 
that our professionally designed deer 
management program is working,” 
said Dale Haney, chief of the depart­ 
ment’s division of wildlife. 
Included in the harvest figures were 
the 20,561 deer taken with guns. 1.638 
with longbow and 27 with crossbow. 
Hunters using primative weapons 
such as muzzle loaders took a tota 203 
deer at three state parks, and con­ 
trolled deer hunts at NASA installation 
near Sandusky and at the Ravenna 
Army Ammunition Plant yielded a 
total of 1,002 deer.

W inter Fuel Bill Up A bout $85 
Grade School 
According To Columbia Gas 
Honor Roll 


The average residential customer of 
Columbia Gas of Ohio will pay about 
$85 more for natural gas this winter 
than last according to a study released 
today by the gas company. 
Calvin DanFord, m anager for 
Columbia Gas of Ohio in the Circleville 
area, said Columbia is not discounting 
the impact the cold weather and higher 
rates are having on gas bills and the 
hardship this is causing some 
customers. 
* 
‘‘To help out, Columbia is offering 
customers a special payment plan that 
will permit customers to spread the 
cost of additional gas they have used 
because of the extremely cold tem­ 
peratures over several months at no 
extra cost,” the manager explained.

‘‘Any customer who anticipates 
having trouble paying a gas bill should 
contact the local gas company office as 
soon as possible and ask for details,” 
he said. 
The study released by the company 
today shows that this winter the 
company’s average residential user 
can expect to pay $298.94 for gas 
service. This projection is based on 
current statew ide average rates, 
actual consumption for the first four 
months of the winter and projected 
consumption based on normal weather 
for March and April. 
The same average customer paid 
$214.50 for natural gas service last 
winter, based on actual consumption 
figures and average rates in effect. 
The study shows the average 
customer has paid $67.27 more for 
natural 
gas 
during 
November, 
December, January and February of 
this winter than during the same 
period last winter, based on actual 
consumption and average rates in 
effect. 
DanFord said increases in bills for 
individual 
custom ers will 
vary 
depending on the amount of gas con­ 
sumed and rates in the different 
communities served by Columbia. The 
amount of gas used depends on the size 
of the home, the amount of insulation 
and other factors. 
DanFord said higher gas bills thus 
far this winter can be attributed to a 
23.5 per cent increase in gas con­ 
sumption because of cold weather and 
an 18 per cent increase in the average 
cost per thousand cubic feet of gas. 
He said gas bills would have been 
higher if it had not been for the out­ 
standing conservation effort on the 
part of Ohio’s residential users. 
‘‘Consumption is up only 23.5 per 
cent,” he said. “But weather during 
the same period has been 33 per cent 
colder than last year. Without con­ 
servation, consumption would have 
increased proportionately.

Heavy Rain 
In Northeast 
Fills Rivers

A number of rivers rose above flood 
stage in New England and New York 
today following heavy, overnight 
rainfall. Flash flood watches were 
posted for some areas where the rain, 
combined with melting snow, en­ 
dangered low lying land. Heavy rain 
also was reported overnight in New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania. 
A tornado touched down in Green- 
bier, Del., about 7 miles west of Dover. 
Ix>cal officials said several small 
buildings were blown over and 
estimated damage at up to $10,000. No 
injuries were reported. 
Some drizzle was reported overnight 
in the Great takes region and upper 
Mississippi Valley. 
Snow fell over parts of Montana, 
Idaho, Wyoming and Utah. About 4 
inches of snow accum ulated at 
Bozeman and Iivingston, Mont., by 
early morning. A travel advisory was 
extended for eastern and southcentral 
Montana. 
Showers were reported in Oregon 
and California as well as the middle 
Atlantic coastal states. 
Skies elsewhere were clear. 
Early morning temperatures ranged 
from 77 at Key West, Fla., to ll at 
South take Tahoe, Calif. 
Today’s forecast calls for sunny 
skies in most of the nation with 
increasing cloudiness in the central 
Rockies and the Great Plains. 
Rain and showers are expected to 
continue over northern Atlantic 
coastal states. Rain also is predicted 
for the Pacific Northwest and northern 
California, with snow in northern 
Rockies. 
It will be windy through the southern 
Plains and southern Rockies. Western 
states will have cool temperatures 
while those in the East enjoy un­ 
seasonably mild readings. 


Men and women kept as hostages of 
Hanafi Moslem gunmen at the B’nai 
B’rith International Center — and 
those who narrowly escaped — 
recalled on Sunday their agonizing 
experiences. 
“They said, ‘If you don’t move fast 
we’ll take a head off,”' said Rae 
Ehrlich, a secretary, of the gunmen’s 
orders in the roundup of hostages last 
Wednesday. 
The hostages told of being forced to 
lie in the white dust of construction 
work, of seeing a gun butt smashing 
through a glass door, of being stacked 
on top of other hostages like cordwood. 
Their relief at survival was tinged 
with sadness for one who died, 
Maurice Williams, a reporter for 
Howard University’s radio station, 
WHUR. The funeral for Williams, 24, 
shot to death Wednesday as he stepped 
off an elevator at Washington’s city 
hall, was set for today. 
Gunmen seized hostages at an 
Islamic center as well as the B’nai 
B’rith building and city hall during the 


terrorist attack that ended with the 
surrender of 12 Hanafis early Friday. 
Several of the more than 
IOO 
hostages held by six gunmen at the 
B’nai B’rith center returned there 
Sunday to inventory the damage — 
blood-splattered halls, broken win­ 
dows, kickedin doors and bullet- 
riddled walls. 
Hank Siegel, a hostage with a heart 
condition, said he had difficulty 
breathing Wednesday night and asked 
to have his hands tied in front of him, 
rather than behind his back. 
Siegel said the Hanafi leader, 
Hamaas Abdul Khaalis, walked in and 
demanded: “Why is this man getting 
special treatment?” 
After telling him of the problem, 
Siegel said he received this response: 
“You’re not going to die on me are 
you? ... Allah says live by the sword 
and die by the sword. Let me make it 
quick and clean for you." 
But Siegel said he told Abdul Khaalis 
he felt better and the Hanafi leader 
dropped the matter.

Those who might be tempted to leak 
national security secrets can take 
great comfort from last week’s public 
statem ents by Vice President Walter 
Mondale 
on 
how 
he 
views 
such 
disclosures. 
It might be an overstatement to say 
that the leakers have a staunch sup­ 
porter only a heartbeat away from the 
Presidency, but clearly they have one 
who view s their violations with con­ 
siderable indifference. 
Mondale said that he was personally 
opposed to the imposition of any 
criminal 
penalties 
on 
government 
officials who allow national security 
secrets to become public. 
Having instantly “decriminalized” a 
potentially dangerous 
activity, 
the 
Vice President went on to say that he 
would support some form of "civil 
rem ed ies" 
for 
unauthorized 
disclosure. 
Mondale capped off his amazing 
analysis with the conclusion that the 
President’s best protection against 
such leaks by his subordinates is the 
“fear" that they may be caught and 
they may read about it in the press. 
H ow ever, 
in 
recen t 
c a se s 
of 
unauthorized disclosure of classified 
govern m en t inform ation, the in­ 
formants, where identified, 
hardly 
seem ed fear-stricken. 
Daniel Fllsberg basked in the glow 
of the national publicity he received 
for 
leaking 
the 
Pentagon 
papers. 
Rather than suffering in disgrace for 
his 
acts, 
he 
used 
his 
new-found 
prominence to open an entirely new 
career for himself. 
Some sim ilarly misguided govern­ 
ment officials, while anxious to keep 
their d isclosu re a ctiv ities se cret, 
n ev erth eless 
feel that they 
are 
responding to a higher principle in 
exposing what they have unilaterally 
and arbitrarily judged to be unwise or 
even evil government policy. 
The basic morality of their acts are 
further substantiated, as they see it, if 
som e respected news medium accepts 
and makes public the secrets they 
have peddled. These people do not 
need further encouragement! 
In his pre-Vice Presidential days, 
Walter Mondale established him self as 
an opponent of government secrecy 
and a staunch critic of the Central 


Intelligence Agency. He demonstrated 
no more judgment in dealing with the 
problem while in the Senate than he 
exhibits now. 
In terestin gly enough, the V ice 
President’s position runs counter to 
that 
expressed 
by 
CIA 
Director, 
A dm iral S tan sfield T urner, 
who 
suggested the imposition of criminal 
penalties for national security leaks, 
during 
his 
recen t 
confirm ation 
hearing. 
F.ven President Carter, at his last 
press conference, said that he believed 
such leak s could be ‘‘ex trem ely 
d am agin g" . 
I 
agree 
w ith 
that 
assessm e n t 
exp ressed 
by 
the 
President. 
We should have learn ed som e 
lessons from last year’s leak of a 
House Intelligence Committee report 
and from the publication of nam es of 
American intelligence agents abroad. 
As a result, one such intelligence of­ 
ficer in Athens was murdered, and 
many others were endangered. 
Even the House Select Committee on 
In telligen ce, when en tru sted with 
classified information provided by the 
White House, allowed one of its reports 
to fall into the hands of CBS reporter 
Daniel Schorr, who promptly peddled 
it to a New York newspaper. The 
source of the leaked m aterial was 
never discovered. 
Only weeks before his departure as 
CIA D irector. G eorge Bush w as 
shaken by leaks of a new government 
report on long-range Soviet military 
intentions. He charged that those who 
leaked the 
inform ation 
violated 
secu rity agreem en ts and lacked 
discipline. 
R evealin g 
sen sitiv e 
secret 
operations and the nam es of our in­ 
telligence agents will destroy — not 
strengthen — our Nation’s vital in­ 
telligence system . What could be more 
grave or more criminal than that! To 
minimize the consequences for such 
acts is to minimize the very security of 
our Nation. 
We need greater security in the 
handling of national classified 
in­ 
formation. Yet, that will hardly be 
possible if our Government accepts the 
Mondale 
solution 
and 
admonishes 
those 
who 
leak

security 
secrets with a slap on the wrist.

W arm Trend 
Helps O ut 
W inter Wheat 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - If the 
current warm 
trend 
holds steady 
without a damaging late frost, Ohio’s 
w inter wheat crop may be harvested in 
good condition, state agriculture ex­ 
perts say. 
The crop suffered some dam age last 
fall because of an unusual early frost. 
"The big problem we had is that 
much of the winter wheat seeded last 
fall, especially that which was late, did 
not germ inate before the freeze set 
in,” said Dave Miskell, associate state 
leader of agriculture industry with the 
Ohio C ooperative Extension Service. 
"There s a question of whether it will 
green up this spring. 
"So far this spring, real dry con­ 
ditions 
haven’t 
been a 
problem,” 
\ iskell said. Ohio is six inches below 
normal rainfall for this time of year, 
he noted but "we haven’t passed the 
critical mark y et.” 
Ohio farmers planted 1.580,000 acres 
of winter wheat last fall, compared to 
1.650.000 planted in the fall of 1975. The 
1976 harvest yielded 40 bushels per 
acre for a total of 66 million bushels. 
I he potential yield per acre for this 
year’s crop already had been cut by 
seed which’ failed to germinate last 
fall, or in som e cases managed little 
growth before winter set in. But where 
there’s green there’s hope. 
“ ll looks as if as som e of this wheat 
may Im’ starting over, and most of the 
people around the state have hopes 
that the wheat will come up even 
though it didn’t germinate last fall.” 
V iskell said. 
“ It may be late, usually we have an 
inch or two of green and w e’re w ithout 
that in many cases, but it will come 
on.” he predicted. 
( . William Swank, head of the Ohio 
harm Bureau Federation, said that 
dollar figures on the dam age to the 
wheat crop won’t be estim ated until 
rn id-April.

Can Cause Blindness 


Anhydrous ammonia is a potent 
fertilizer. Its ability to increase crop 
production is well known. Not so well 
known is that, .splashed in the eyes, it 
can cause total blindness in minutes. 
The Ohio Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness urges that appropriate 
chem ical type safety goggles, with 
hooded vents and a rim that fits snugly 
around the eye area, be worn at all 
tim es when working with anhydrous 
ammonia. 


P oten tially 
blinding 
effec ts of 
anhydrous ammonia are presented in 
the film “For The Rest of Your Life,” 
available on loan from the Society. 


According to Frederick Davidorf, 
M D., Columbus, and Henry G. Croci, 
M D., Athens, chairman and vice- 
chairman of the Society’s statewide 
M edical 
A dvisory 
C om m ittee, 
everyone 
handling 
or 
applying 
anhydrous ammonia, as well as those 
working nearby, should have proper 
eye protection. 


A m m onia’s 
m ost 
dangerous 
property, the spokesmen say, is its 
tremendous affinity for water. Upon 
contact with the eye, composed of 80 
per 
cen t 
w ater, 
the 
am m onia 
penetrates alm ost at the instant of 
contact, and with 30 seconds, cell and 
tissue destruction begins. Immediate 
flushing with water for 15 minutes is 
the 
recom m ended 
em ergen cy 
procedure. 


If the victim is near a pond or other 
body of water, he should jump in, hold 
his eyelids open so the ammonia can be 
diluted and washed away. He should 
then 
seek 
im m ediate 
medical 
at­ 
tention. Salves or ointments tend to 
seal the fertilizer in and may only add 
to the damage. It is up to farmers to be 
sure that the five gallon tank attached 
to the applicator and nurse tank are 
filled with fresh water. 
The Ohio Society for the Prevention

Shortly after the product was first 
test-marketed in the Northwest last 
week by General Foods, the Food and 
Drug Administration office here was 
flooded by reports that the popping 
product had resulted in injuries. 
"We were besieged by local health 
officials in the Spokane area who 
heard of such things as a child choking 
on them ,” said Ellen Miller, consumer 
affairs officer for the FDA’s Northwest 
region. 
She said the reports appeared to be 
unsubstantiated rumors. Investigators 
could not verify one case of injury 
resulting from the exploding edibles. 
"The company told us a package of 
“Pop Rocks’ contain one-tenth the 
amount of carbon dioxide in a 12-ounce 
bottle of soda pop,” she said. “It 
sounds like a lot more because of the 
crackling sound.” 
But just to be sure, Pop Rock 
sam ples were rushed to the FDA’s 
Washington laboratories where em ­ 
ploye volunteers popped the pebbles in 
every manner possible, all without 
injury.

Livestock Products 
Important Export 


WASHINGTON (A F) — Exports of 
livestock and animal products, par­ 
ticularly hides, are becoming 
in­ 
creasingly important to American 
farmers, the Agriculture Department 
said today. 
The steady gain in livestock exports 
also is helping offset the perennial 
worry that farmers, especially cat­ 
tlemen, have about meat imports from 
Australia, New Zealand and other 
countries. 
About $1.9 billion worth of livestock 
and their products will be exported this 
fiscal year which will end next Sept. 30, 
up from $1.85 billion in 1975-76, the 
department's Foreign Agricultural 
Service said. 
Imports of livestock, processed meat 
and fresh, chilled or frozen meat are 
projected at around $2 billion, prac­ 
tically the same as in the 1975-76 fiscal 
year. 
The report was written by 
K. 
Suzanne F'arly, a foreign commodity 
analyst in the USDA agency. It was in 
a 
weekly 
issue 
of 
“ Foreign 
Agriculture.” 
While much of the imported volume 
is meat for American consumer tables, 


most of the exports are items foreign 
countries use to make other products. 
For example, cattle hides, inedible 
tallow and furskisare leaders. 
F xports of so-called variety meats 
such as livers, tongues and tripe also 
are important and help add to foreign 
consumers’ menus. 
Overall, the U.S. exports about 40 
per cent of its hides and skins, 45 per 
cent ot the animal fat and about IO per 
t ent of the variety meat produced 
annually.

State law says all monies from 
license sales must be applied to 
programs of the Wildlife Division. The 
WLF interprets that to include in­ 
terest. The practice of long standing is 
to treat interest as separate from 
special funds and therefore part of the 
general fund. 
The wildlife fund filed suit in May of 
1975 to force State Treasurer Gertrude 
Donahey to credit interest on license 
fees to the Wildlife Division. The treas­ 
urer is on record as favoring the 
change, although she has declined to 
do so on grounds that she is not em­ 
powered to reverse existing policy. 
The lawsuit is still pending. 
The optim istic developm ent oc­ 
curred recently when State Auditor 
Thomas E. Ferguson declared his 
support for returning the interest to 
the wildlife account. 
Ferguson’s decision, 
detailed 
in 
letters to Atty. Gen. William J. Brown 
and Donahey, is significant because 
the three of them make up the State 
Board of Deposit, which rules on the 
appropriate accounts for all state 
money. 
Ferguson 
advised

members that he would “ propose a 
resolution at the next regular meeting 
(Feb. 24), the effect of which is to put 
the Board of Deposits on record as 
desiring the interest proceeds from 
hunting license fees remain in and be 
used only for the Division of Wildlife.” 
Ferguson said state law reads in 
part: ‘‘‘No funds accruing to the state 
from license fees paid by hunters shall 
be diverted for any other purpose than 
the administration of the (Wildlife) 
Division.’ 
“ Since interest from fees is not 
specifically excluded; and since the 
intent of the Revised Code is expressly 
made, it appears to me that interest 
accruing to fees must not be placed in 
any other fund or be used for any other 
purpose than that of the Division of 
Wildlife,” he said.

Donahey is involved in litigation on the 
subject. Brown issued an informal 
opinion at Donahey’s request in 1975 
stating that allocation of the interest 
money was at her discretion. 
But the fact that Ferguson has taken 
the lead is viewed as progress by 
wildlife interests.

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Judges 
throughout Ohio would receive sub­ 
stantial pay raises under a bill up for 
initial hearings this week before the 
House Judiciary Committee. 
The bill contains recommendations 
of the Ohio Judicial Council, and is 
being sponsored by the Judiciary 
Chairman Harry J. I^ehman, D-16 
Shaker Heights, who says it is “ long 
overdue.” 
Ijehman doesn’t rule out that later 
this year or next, there could be 
another bill to increase the salaries of 
members of the legislature, along with 
those of the governor and other of­ 
ficials elected statewide. 
Pay raises are sensitive issues in the 
legislature, perhaps more so this year 
with lawmakers assertedly struggling 


to balance the budget and keep from 
cutting services. 
However, Lehman, now in his fourth 
term and with a reputation for taking 
on controversial issues, said the boosts 
are needed “to reflect the increases of 
inflation the last three years.” 
Unlike legislators and statewide 
elected officials, judges are permitted 
to receive pay increases during their 
elected terms.

Spanish 
A irliner 
Hijacked 


MADRID, Spain (A P) — A gunman 
brandishing a pistol and a rifle com­ 
mandeered a Spanish airliner shortly 
after it took off today from Barcelona 
with 37 persons aboard and ordered it 
to fly to the Ivory Coast in West Africa, 
a spokesman for Iberia Air lines said. 
The spokesman said the Boeing 727, 
with 30 passengers and a crew of 
seven, made a refueling stop in Algiers 
before resuming the trip to Abidjan, 
capital of the former French colony. 
The airliner had been on a flight to 
Palma on the Mediterranean island of 
Mallorca. 
The hijacker, identified only as an 
Italian named Zossi, ordered the plane 
to refuel in Oman, Algeria, but the 
destination was switched because the 
airport in Oman lacked enough fuel. 
The airline said the hijacker boarded 
the flight in Barcelona. 
Iberia said it was maintaining radio 
contact with the airliner and there had 
been no injuries. 
The spokesman said Zossi had not 
made known his demands. But there 
was speculation that he might demand 
the release of six Italian rightists held 
in Spain for terrorist activity. 
The Spanish government is con­ 
sidering an Italian request for their 
extradition.

Minister Michel d’Omano ran behind 
the Gaullist ticket headed by Giscard’s 
rival for leadership of the centrist and 
conservative forces, former Premier 
Jacques Chirac. 
Chirac’s slate got 28 per cent of the 
vote, d’Omano’s got 20 per cent and a 
new ecology party polled about IO per 
cent. The ecologists were eliminated 
from the runoff because they did not 
get 12Vi per cent of the vote. 
In the second round, a majority is 
not required for election, and victory 
will go to the ticket that gets the 
largest vote. But the leftists will win 
Paris also unless d’Omano withdraws 
and Chirac gets enough votes from his 
supporters and the ecologists.

vote, and the formation of joint 
SocialistCommunist slates for the first 
time, which united the leftist vote.

Otherwise, the measure increases 
the base pay of judges of common 
pleas courts from $20,000 to $28,500. 
Judges in counties with populations of 
50,000 or more get an additional 18 
cents per capita.

The bill calls for municipal judges to 
receive not more than $2,000 less than 
common pleas judges in the same 
county, or $37,500, whichever is less. 
Lehman said the state would pick up 
the tab for all the increases with the 
exception of the municipal judges 
whose salaries under the law are paid 
60 per cent by the municipality and 40 
per cent by the county.
